Alaska has already tcivea the

Ohina and India remain the 
leading cnstomers of the silver 
mines, but both these Asiatic 
lands have greatly curtailed 
their purchases in the past cou- 
ple of years. Just now the ba- 
zaars of India are perhaps the 
leading consoners of silver in 
the entire world. India's ab- 
sorption of siWer as been one of 
the strange occurances of the 
past centory. 6ilver Hows to 
the land of the Hindu and dis- 
appears, just as gold at ihe rate 
of over $400,000,000 a year is now 
being swollowed np by mankind. 

Hard times and panics have no 
influenoes apparently upon the 
yellow metal nor the ability of 
the world to devour it, but they 
aifect the white just as they do 
the red and gray metals. Silver 
like copper and iron has become 
largeljra a thing of ordinary 
commerce instead of a money 
medium. But since it is chiefly 
used in the arts and sciences, sil- 
ver's value fluctuates rapidly as 
do other comodities when the 
demand increases of falls sud- 
denly. That is why a general 
basiness depression hurts the 
price of silver just as it does the 
^ne of copper and iron.
